ground-· worke and foundation of 
the Papacie to bee ſo weake and 
(leader, that it ſhould not be able 
to ſuſtaiue and beare, the weight 
of the great heape that hee inten- 
COP ANG: 711 ded to erect and build thereon - 
— then did hee (moſt deare Soue- 
** — reigne) being the angel! of darke- 
nes, put vpon him the forme of an angell of light. And 
nder culler therof he endeuoured all he might, to fortifie 
and ſtrengthen it, euen by the moſt ſacred and holy ſcrip- 
ture, to the intent that the impietie and wickednes therof, 
might the better be cloked and hid. And therefore did hee 
ſubtilly invent, & diligently inſtruct al his truſtie children 
the Biſhops of Rome, craftily to wreſt & falſly to interpre- 


tate, this place of ſcripture in S. Matthews Goſpel. Thou art fart . 
Peter and upon this ſtone or Rocke I will builtle my Church, 16. 18. 


Vpon this foundation, he builded ſo ſtrongly ,and erected 
A 2 ſo 
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ſo beautifull & glorious a peece: that the whole worlde 
wondered thereat. The w. fe and learned men employ ed 
all their ſtudie to enlarge, and decke this princely Palace, 
and Sec of Rome. Yea Princes and rulers, thought it their 
duetie, to become labourers, and drudges, in the erecting 
and vpholding ot this ſo glotious a building Finally, che 
matter was ſo handled, that through all Chriſtendome 
that See was taken for the fountaine and well of all mer- 
cie. Remiſs ion and forgiueneſſe of fin, were not to be had 
in any other place then there. But nowe, it hath pleaſed 
the Lorde (according to the wordes of his Prophet Toel) 
in theſe our daics (the latter dates of the world) to powre 
out of his ſpirit vpon all fleſh, whetby this ſecret and hid 
miſlery of abhominable iniquitie, is come to light, and ſo 
opened that the ſucklings & yong babes of this time know 
more then did the auncient & graic headed fathers in the 
time ot blindueſſe and ignorance. 

That moſt victorious and triumphant Prince, your 
dearely beloued and naturall father, perceiuing the more 
then helliſh darkenes,wherin welhis poore ſubiects) were 
led : opene.i vnto vs the moſt holie and ſacred Bible, 
wherein are declared the miſteries of this ſo gorgious a 
building. Ccaſe not therefore (moſt gratious Prince) to 
ſet forward this godly worke that your father began, And 
to the intent that your graces louing ſubiects may know 
by what craft and pollicie this building firſt began, and af- 
rerward procecded, I haue thought good to tranſlate out 
of the Germaine toong into Engliſh, this little booke, 
wherein is deciared what the Biſhops of Rome were at 
ther firſt beginning, what their eſtate was and condition, 
and what was their office or duetie. Afterward, how they 
abuſing their office aſpired, and came to ſo inordinate ho- 


nour 
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nour and dignitie. How they leaning Chriſt and his moſt 
holy word, employed all their ſtudie to pleaſe men, The 
ſecular power was it that they looked tor. And no doubt 
it was that, and not Chriſt, that gaue to the Biſhops of 
Rome, the preeminence to bee called fathers of tarhers, 
and to be preterred before other Biſhops . But becauſe ſo 
ſecret a miſterie, can nor wel be opened without plaine de- 
monſtrations: the author of this booke hath moſt plainly 
ſer farth by certaine figures, the eſtate, that this Antichiiſt 
is in, hath been in, or ſhalbe in, euen to the day of his vtter 
deſtruction. Theſe figures are not ofthe authors owne in- 
uention nor of late inuented: but they were found in aun- 
cient Libraries aboue three hundred y eres ſince. 

The common experience, that is daily ſeene of the great 
blindneſſe and 1gnorance of that time, might moue your 
highneſſe to doubt of the ttuth, and veritie of this report: 
but to certifie your Maieſtie therein, there is at this day 
remaining in the Abbey of Saint Laurence in Luke, a 
table of great antiquitie, conteining portrature of like mat- 
ter. V Vhereby it is manifeſt that the fathers of auncient 
time, ſaw in the Papacie, the thing that they durſt not vt- 
ter, eicher by words ot writing, but truſting that the time 
would come when men might be bold to ſpeake, there- 
fore in the meane while they kept it in painting & portra- 
ture, that ſuch as could cõiecture, might gather knowledge 
thereby, and that the thing might temaine tili ſuch time 
as God had appointed it, to bee declared both in writing 
& words. For which cauſe, the Authot of this litle booke, 
hath not onely added vnto theſe figures an expoſition to 
declare the meaning of cuery ot the: but manifeſt ſcrip- 
rures alſo, to prooue che things that they repreſent, to bee 
true, ſo that theſe figures may apheare rather to be the fi- 
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gures of ſome Apocalipſis or reuclation, then the inuenti- 


on of any man, The ſpitit of the liuing God, the giuer of 
all goodneſſe, inſtruct you in all godly knowledge, that 
for the time of your reigne in this world, your highneſſe 
may vſe the (word to you committed, to the honour of 
God and comfort of the godlic, lining here vnder your 
dominion.

Rethren we beſeech you by the comming of our Lord Ieſus

Hziſt ſaid to Peter, Math. ig. Thouart Peter &c. 
eiu inthe Greeke tongue, is as much to lay 
as in the Latine ſaxum. In the Engliſh,a Rock, 
and therefoze of Chꝛiſt he was named a Rocke, be⸗ 
cauſe hee had bene conſtant in acknowledging the 
holy Catholike faith, and not wauering hither and 
thither, as the common people are wont. Uppon 
the ſame rock that is. vpon this lame ſtedfaſtknow- 
ledge of fayth, wil J build my Church. Ind whoſo- 
euer doth ſtande ſtedfaſtly vnto the ſame, hell it ſelfe 
ſhall not pꝛeuaile againſt him, much lefſe ſhall men. 
Like as S. Auguſtine in his ſermon vpon thys 
place, doth attribute theſe woꝛds ( Vpon this Rock) to 
dur Loꝛd Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and not to Peter, ſaying, this 
is the meaning of it. Thou art Peter, and vppon the 
ſame Rock which thou haſt confeſſed a acknowled⸗ 
ged,ſaping: Thou art Chriſt the ſon of the liuing God, 
will J build my Church, vpon me J wil builde thee, 
and not me vpon the. But ſuch as wold men ſhould 
be builded vpon men, ſayd thus. J hold of Paule, J 
hold of Apollo, I holdof Cephas, which is Peter. (The 
other loꝛt which would not be builded vpon men but 
onely vpon the Nock Jeſu Chꝛiſt, laide.

Imeruatle therefoze (notalittle)at certatne peo⸗ 
ple, that wꝛeſt and wing this place, &fo:cibly ap⸗ 
ply and aſcribe the ſame to the Pope, as if it onelie 
appertained vnto him. But ſithe his Church ( which 
hee nameth the Catholique Church) is not builded 
vppon Chaſft, but vppon himſelfe, howe is it poſlible 
that the foundation can be ſo ſtrong, mighty & dura⸗ 
ble. pet doth he ſet feozth himſelfe with holp Scrip⸗ 
ture,which in no wiſe dooth ſerue foz him. Neither 
doth Cyprian agree with him, where as hee ſpeaketh 
of ſaint Peter, vpon whom the Church was builded. 
Foz ſaint Peters confeſſion and knowledge, and the 
Popes agree, euen as fpꝛe and water foꝛ what com- 
pariſon is there betweene Chꝛiſt and Bcliall > if the 
Pope in faith#liuing, were to be compared to Pe- 
ter, then were there ſome hope to be had. But hee is no 
better then a cozrupt & vnpzofitable ſalt, hauing loſt 
his ſauour, wherto doth he ſerne ? ſcace top dunghtl? 
And therfoze is he decaped. Pet the Pope, becauſe the 
Scriptures woulde not maintaine him, hath fought 
another meane oz way. As is to bee ſæne and read in 
his Chzontcles. 


Howe long the Biſhoppes haue beene inthe 
Church, and when : with the beginning 
likewiſe ofthe Pope. 


He Chꝛiſtians had but Biſhops bnttll the time 
of Conſtantine, Anno. tha hundzed and xi. And 
theſe Byſhoppes did nothing but ſtudy the holy 
Scripture , and taught the Goſpell to the people. 
and exerciſed the ſame,and liued ſoberly. The biſhop 
of Rome had no dominiõ ouer Rome as he hathnow, 
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he was a Curate vnto them, and that was all. Ind 
Biſhops generally(acco2ding to their bocatio)taught 
the people the kingdome of God, and comloꝛted e fed 
the pooꝛe. The Commons gaue them monep, with o⸗ 
ther neceſiary thinges which they dealte among the 
the pooꝛe people, as the Ipoitles likewiſe did. There 
was much ſpite wꝛought againſt them by diuers 
great e mightie men,. which they were faine to ſuffer. 
Few of the Magiſtrates were ok their ſide, if by 
chaunce one helde with them ten were againlt them: 
as both the Emperours and Popes Chꝛonicles teſti⸗ 
fie, yet did they ſuffer all thinges with patience. Be⸗ 
ſides, the Common people laboured truelp and holpe 
one another, and where as they might be ſureſt, there 
gathered they togeather. So likewiſe did hol ie An- 
thonie in Egypt, who wonne many vnto Chꝛiſt. Ind 
they encreaſed dailp, in ſo much that there dwelt cer- 
taine thouſandes of Chʒiſtians in the wilderneſſe of 
Egypt, and liued accoꝛding to the Golpell, giuing thẽ⸗ 
ſelues to daily labours and to moꝛtilie the fleſh. This 
witneſſeth S. Ierom. 

But when the foꝛeſaid Conſtantinus Magnus had 
oucrcome and ſubdued cruell Maxentius which perſe⸗ 
cuted all Chailtians,he gaue licence to the Chꝛiſtians 
being ſcattered abꝛoade, to builde Churches, # open⸗ 
lie to pꝛeache the Solpell, gtuing them allo certaine 
great gifts towards the lame, but not the Cittie of 


Conſtanti- Rome, nepthtt pet landes no2 people, as the 1Bope al⸗ 


ledgeth in his lawes. D inct. gs Conſtantinus, but kept 


to the Pope tic in to himſolke, his hepzes and executoꝛs: and Con- 


ſtantius his lonne had the poſſeſſion of Rome cuen as 
Conſtantinus his Father had befoꝛe him. After Con-

god vnto them After um raigned luſtinianus his ſy- 
ſters Sonne, which was ſo rightedus : that he com⸗ 
piled and ſet in oꝛder all the inſtitutions ot the Empe⸗ 
rours ot Rome, which now are calied the Emperiall 
Lawes. Ne builded diuers godly Churches at Con-,, ,_ 
ſtantinople, and gaue them great riches, veerelp fade ning of the 
and luſtenaunce. And by :this.meanes the Biſhops Poocs ri- 
— ſomewhat moꝛe wealthy then they were be⸗ 

oꝛe. 8 
In the yeere fiue hundꝛed and koureſcoꝛe, Gregori. 
us Magnus (the firſt of thut name) was made Biſhop 
ot Rome, Mauricius dt Cappadocia, bting Empetdur. 
who was the firſt p came out of Grecia. Now when 
the Biſhop ot Romt was become ſome what mightie 
and rich, (as Jſaid? befoꝛe) then fell he at contention 
with the Emperour, inſomuch that Mauricias be⸗ 
cane enemyt vntd Gregorie, at that time che Bi⸗ 
oppes were vet iperſeeuttd3* as being faithful. 

Whties the Emperour continued. in perlecnting 
of them, God permitted a plague to come ouer him, 
is thathemagtakett puſoner by Phocas; who was 
nennen chene and cauled him to be 
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The beginning und endin 
hen Phocas (in the yckte lie hundꝛed and the) 
kept his ſeat at Conſtantinople; and the Occidental 
Empirexthat-is, Rome, Italie, Fraunce and Germanic) 
were without a heade, the Uize Emperourbeing 
ſlaine of the Goattifl — The Biſhop 
ol Rome thought it a very tit time to gette onto him 
the dominion of the vize Emperoꝛ, that Rome might 
not ſtand open as a pꝛaie to euerꝝy man. And foꝛ that 
cauſe Bonifacius the thirde went vnto the Emperour 
Phocas, to obtaine of him, that as in tempoꝛall domi⸗ 
nion, euery man twketheEmperoz fox ᷣ chiefe head 
of all the wozld; ſo likewiſe Biſhop of Rome might 
be the chieke Biſhoppe in Chziſtendome. Wherupon 
it mult needes followe that he ſhoulde haue landes 
and men withall. e 


When and in what Biſhops time this 
| name Papa began. 


M Dileſt the Emperour of Rome kept his ſeate at 
 Cpnſtantinople, the Biſhoppe of Conſtantinople 
wꝛote himſelfe the chiefe Biſhop, becauſe ofthe Em⸗ 
pire. This ſhzewdly troubled Bonifacius the Biſhop 
of Rome, who went ſoꝛ the ſainepurpoſetothe Em- 
mperour Phocas, pzayinghim inſtantiy to graunt to 
the ſeate of Rome his Imperialt pziuiledge , from 
hencefo:th to be aBiſhop aboue all Biſhops,that is, 
Paps patrum. And the Biſhopatke of Rometo be named 
the chiefe of all Biſhopzikees. 2 
Although this pziuiledge at the fyꝛſt might 
hardly be granted, yet in the ende hee obteined it, by 
continuall ſnte and begging: yet will they not be a 
known of this now. but laie that the Pope is — ſu- 
pꝛeame 


pꝛeme head, and his Romiſh Biſhopꝛicke tobeaboue 
all Biſhoppztkes by Gods oꝛdinance. 7. QAuamuis & 
Diſtinct as. omnes. Ind the Emperoz Conſtantinus, (fay 
they) ſhaulde haue giuen this pꝛiuiledge to the 
Pope and his Biſhoppꝛicke, to bee aboue all other, 
which like wile appeareth by their owne Necrer, Di- 
ſtindi gs. Conſtantinus,. hey may make of the pꝛiui⸗ 
ledge whatſoeuer they wul, while it ſerues fox their 
pꝛokite. And thus haue they wzitten it in their owne 
Dectæs. Thente cammeth the name of the moſt holy 
father the Pope. The ſame haue they afterward, co⸗ 
loured with Chꝛiſt his holte woꝛde, and with Peter, 
other wile it ſhould haue had no likeneſſe ol truth. 
But how agree theſe things togeather? Conſtan- 
cou elt graunted the pꝛiuilegde. Gregory the third 
bzougght it to paſſe by Phocas, - and afterwarde muſt 
Chztlt confirme the ſame. Haue the faithfull old Bi⸗ 
ſhops befoze Conſtantines time beene ſo ignozant that 
they vnderſtode not the holy Scriptures? then is it 
nomaruelt that they were perſecuted, foꝛ if they had 
ſet fozth themſclues betimes with Chꝛiſtes wozdes, 
they might haue been in better caſe. ” 

If they had ſuch power of Chꝛiſt, what needed 
they to entreate and flatter the vngodlie Emperours 
fo2 it?
